The succeHsful operation of the dr^

conoeras the length and position of 
tke hitch, while the seooad deals with 
the position ot the drirer on the drag 
For ordinary |>arpoeec the snatch link 
or derla ahonld be fastened far 
enouch toward the blade end of the 
chain to fbree the unloaded drag to 
follow the team at an angle of 45 
degraaa. Thia wtn eaaae the earth ro 
more along the Smo of the drag 
smoothly and will gire comparatively 
light draft to the team, provided the 
driver rides In the Itae of draft. 

If small weeds are to be cut or a 
furrow of earth la to be moved, thr 
doubletree ahould he attached rather 
close to the ditch end of the drag. 
The drag wUl bow move nearly ditch 
end foremost, and the driver should 
stand with ooe foot on the extreme 
forward end of the~ front slab. Thio 
will awing the drag back to the proi>- 
er angle aad win eaoee the blade to 
plow.

The 
team should be driven with one horse 
on (either side of the right-haad wheel 
track or rut the full length ot the 
portion to be dragged, and the return 
made over the other half of the road- 
way.
